Itta Trouble in the Building Trades 
Has Been Brewing for Some Time

With the advent of spring comes 
■any troubles in labor circles. Numer­ 
ous strikes had been promised for the 
first of April, but few anticipated that 
(aero would be any serious trouble. 
The painters and decorators had pre­ 
pared a scale of prices and a few 
other regulations 
to 
govern 
their 
trade and presented it to the bosses 
about tho first of the year. They were 
sable to bring their employers to see 
the matter in their light, and 
this 
morning 35 of the local journeymen 
painters wont on strike. 
Tho employers have steadily 
re­ 
fused to grant the men their car fare 
*here it was necessary to go and con­ 
siderable distance to work. A major­ 
ity of the bosses m aintained that they 
already paid the fares of their men 
sad claimed the demand was super- 
Snons. Still they refused to sign the 
scale and m atters have stood In that 
condition for several 
months.

■ BY A SALEM 


C. J. Hard Wanted a Bide at Night 
and Helped Himself to 
a Locomotive. 


EXCITEMENT 
ANO A CRASH 


Resulted From the 
Daring 
Exploit. 
Some Damage Was Done to Salem 
Railroad 
Property, But No One 
Was Injured. 


A very sensational episode occurred 
in Salem on Friday night, in which 
a number of East 
Liverpool 
people 
were involved. 


C. J. Hard, a laborer in the Buckeye 
Engine works, conceived the idea that 
it would be a good plan to make a 
trip to Lisbon, and about I 
o’clock 
went down into the yards where an 
engine belonging to the company is 
kept. 
He got up steam and 
after 
disarming the suspicion of those 
in 
charge of the works a t night, ran the 
engine out onto the main track. 
W atchman Boody, who had been 
about the works all of the evening, 
saw the man, but thought nothing of 
this, since he had seen 
him 
about 
quite often. 
However, he 
accosted 
Hard, but when he was answered with 
an oath and told to mind his own bus­ 
iness he concluded to allow him 
a 
clear field. 
Some tim e later th e alarm 
was 
given th at the 
engine 
had 
disap­ 
peared down the track under a full 
head of steam, 
with 
the headlight 
burning. 
Officer Welchs a t the patrol station, 
was notified, and he in turn informed 
Marshal Johnson, who was soon on 
the scene. 
The engine was evidently propelled 
down the track at a moderate rate of 
speed, as it encountered a number of 
loose cars on its way. 
With one car in front the 
outfit 
crashed into tho roundhouse of 
the 
Salem railway and into the 
engine 
used between Salem and W ashington­ 
ville. 
The Salem railway engine was 
forced through the gates at the oppo­ 
site side of the roundhouse. Watch­ 
man Cash Miller was in the round­ 
house at the time, and 
was badly 
frightened, thinking for a tim e a pass­ 
ing Ft. Wayne train had jumped the 
track. Fortunately he was not injured. 
Al. Bailey, a practical engineer, see­ 
ing the engine was in bad condition, 
the w ater having been almost 
ex­ 
hausted, soon had the thing in good 
shape. Hard was arrested and placed 
in jail, where he will likely remain 
until he is taken to the county seat 
for sentence. 
James Blazier and Don Buckheam- 
er, two Salem potters, were in the 
city yesterday, and from them it was 
learned that Hard was at one time 
Hard was a resident of E ast Liver­ 
pool, having done odd work about the 
potteries here. At that time he was 
known as James Morgan. For down­ 
right impudence the incident is only 
eclipsed by the escapade of 
Harry 
Arnold, of Leetonia, who stole an en­ 
gine in Youngstown several 
months 
ago.

the path to Mr. Healey’s residence. 
For some time past they have thought 
it groat sport to procure a stick and 
throw up this switch, thug turning on 
the light along the 
path. 
Friday 
evening no stick was handy and James 
climbed up the pole and threw on 
the switch with his hand. He touched 
the wire and was thrown unconscious 
to the ground. He recovered in a very 
short time and made his way home, 
but suffered intensely from the injur­ 
ies received and the effects of 
the 
shock. 
Dr. 
Davis reset the disloca­ 
ted member and the boy is progress­ 
ing nicely, but will be laid up 
for 
some time. 
It is thought that 
the 
dislocation of his arm partly broke tho 
current and thus saved his life. 
The switch and connecting wires are 
unprotected and can be reached 
by 
many school children with bult little 
difficulty. 
A number of the parents 
will request Mr. Healey to placo the 
switch in a closed box under lock and 
key.

He has 
established iii the neighborhood of 80 
public libraries in the United States 
and 20 in Great Britain. To the other 
institutions which he has founded he 
lias also contributed many millions of 
dollars. Moreover, so his friends say, 
his work iii this direction has only just 
begun. 
It is probable that his gift to 
8t. Louis at this particular time was 
Incited by the World’s fair movement. 
But this is merely the starting point 
in the creation of the new S t Louis 
which will come as a result of 
the great international exposition of 
1903. 
Other benevolent and wealthy 
persons may be relied on to follow the 
excellent example of Mr. Carnegie. 
W itliin the past two or three years 
several millions of dollars have been 
given by Messrs. Guppies and Brook* 
lugs to Washington university, and 
other benefactions of smaller amounts 
have been made to other educational 
institutions of tho city. It is reasona­ 
ble to suppose that lo this centennial 
season, when S t Louis is to be the 
social center of the United States and 
of the rest of the world, that other 
wealthy and public spirited men In 
and out of S t Louis will take similar 
steps to immortalize their names. 
Then, too, the permanent memorials 
from the World’s fair edifices will be 
numerous ami important 
St. Louis 
will avoid the mistakes committed by 
Philadelphia and Chicago when those 
cities put up buildings for their inter­ 
national expositions which were de­ 
signed to end with the exhibition. 
Many of the structures which will be 
erected iii this city will be put up 
with the Intelligent idea of utilizing 
them afterward.

Having sold out bis iron and 
steel interests to a huge combination in 
that Industry, be has occasion no longer 
to use the two hundred or more millions 
in money he possesses as capital for 
the business, and of eourse so vast a 
sum yields an income which is far be­ 
yond his personal needs. His fortune 
has become to him rather a burden 
than a blessing, for he has no oppor­ 
tunity and no disposition to use it sim­ 
ply as a means of power or a stepping 
stone to it. Probably a hundredth part 
of it, even a two hundredth part, would 
be ample for his requirements. 
It will be observed that Mr. Carnegie 
has not adopted any of the methods 
commonly suggested by philanthro­ 
pists—l>y Mr. Hewitt, for instance. Ex­ 
cept the $3,000,(XX) he has given for the* 
benefit of the employees of his old Iron 
and steel foundries and shops, Mr. Car- 
ttegle'g gifts are for public libraries 
and schools. They are not to Improve 
the tenements of the poor, their phys-" 
leal condition—-that is, they are for the 
intellectual improvement of people 
rather than for their material ameliora­ 
tion, and us he has begun It seems like­ 
ly that he will continue. 
Doubtless Mr. Carnegie, wisely and 
with true philanthropy, fears to en­ 
courage a spirit of pauperism and to 
diminish the self lei la nee which lies at 
tho basis of character deserving re­ 
spect by making gifts out of his abun­ 
dance which shall savor of mere char­ 
itable and eleemosynary ald. Not long 
ago we said to Mr. Hewitt that If he 
should propose a plan for getting rid 
of the evils of human conditions which 
commanded the approval of jndlclotm 
men money sufficient to carry It out 
would pour in on him. The magnifi­ 
cent gifts of Mr. Carnegie now confirm 
that prophecy, bitt tile form of them in­ 
dicates that the plan proposed did not 
commend Itself to Mr. Carnegie** Judg­ 
ment. 
His purpose Is wholly to raise 
the intellectual equipment of the labor* 
er so that of himself he can lift him* 
self above the hardships of his mate­ 
rial circumstances. 
A question may arise in many minds 
whether the mere provision of libraries 
of books will conduce to that end. The 
great mass of hooks in popular de­ 
mand an? diverting aud entertaining 
rather than substantial literary food 
on which to build up intellect, Increase 
aptitude for useful and profitable em­ 
ployments and develop and strengthen 
character. A technical school such as 
that which Pittsburg expects Mr. Car­ 
negie to eudow in that town with 
twenty-five millions would better serve 
such practical purposes. 
Books an* 
now so cheap, more ^specially the 
great English literature on which copy­ 
rights have expired, that they ean be 
bought for about the cost of ear rides 
to and from a circulating or other li­ 
brary, and in the newspapers of the 
present Is a wealth of reading of the 
most substantial sort, which is obtain­ 
able for the cost of a single car ride. 
We do not mean In saying this to 
criticise Mr. Carnegie aud tho method 
which lie has chosen for his almost 
unexampled benefactions, but merely 
to suggest that nothing Is more diffi­ 
cult than to decide how great sums of 
money can be dispensed In a way 
surely and permanently conducive to 
the public advantage. If, as we have 
said, any practicable way of getting 
rid of the sorrows and sufferings, the 
hardships and irregularities of society 
by means of money can be devised, the 
sensitive philanthropy of this time will 
pour out the money In a volume so 
vast that it will make even the splen­ 
did gifts of Mr. Carnegie seem rela­ 
tively small.

Frederick J. Barrows, of 
the T hirtieth volunteer infantry, quar­ 
termaster of the. departm ent of South­ 
ern Luzon, together with seven com- 
misery sergeants, 
several 
civilian 
clerks, a prominent government con­ 
tractor, the asistant manager of the 
Hotel Orient©, the proprietors of three 
cf the largest bakeries in Manila, a 
number of storekeepers and other per­ 
uses have bren arrested. 
The investigation has scarcely be­ 
gun; but thousands of sacks of flour, 
a quantity of bacon and wagon loads 
of othi r goods, ail 
bearing 
govern­ 
ment marks, have been fouud in the 
possession of unauthorized persons. 
It is alleged that the contractor iu 
question who has been doing a busi­ 
ness 
approximating 
$ IOU,OOO 
per 
mouth has spent huge sums in enter­ 
taining officers. 
A prominent 
commissary 
officer 
is accused of leading a scandalously 
immoral life. 
It is asserted that large quantities 
cf stores have been lost or stolen in 
transit and also that there is a short­ 
age in the commissary depot. 
New scandals are developed daily, 
lbcit transactions have been traced 
back to June, 1000, and it Is possible 
that there are others of earlier date. 
The exhorbitant tariff on provisions 
makes the surreptitious sale of com­
